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A GOOD INVESTMENT FOR YOU! 


My dear: Brethren: 


Assuming that you read my Chats in OUR SUNDAY VISITOR regu- 
larly, you will be somewhat familiar with the things to which I wou 
have your attention called through this letter. 

Ever since the war the rate of interest on borrowed money has been 
quite high, and many parishes in the Diocese of Fort Wayne have had 
to pay 6%, and often more, on the money needed to build a church or a 
school. In addition to the interest rate, they were forced to pay a com- 
mission equal to at least % of 1% interest. 

_ But now it is possible for them to borrow money at & lower rate of 
interest, and to pay off the loan they had made at a higher rate. 

But why am I telling you this? Well, read attentively what follows, 
and you will see that this letter contains such information as will sur- 
prise you and should make you feel proud of the manner in which the 
business side of religion is conducted in the Catholic Church. 

Large Life Insurance Companies follow the principle “safety first” in 
loaning their money. Yet one after another of these companies is begin- 
ning to loan money on Catholic Church property, while they will not 
loan one cent on the church property of other denominations. Not only 
is this true, but they crave Catholic Church property as security for 
their loans. Recently four competitors have pressed me to borrow 
$2,000,000 or more for the purpose of enabling pastors to pay off their 
entire present indebtedness carried at a higher rate of interest. The 
only objection I have against such a large loan is that it would be made 
after taking a blanket mortgage against the diocese as a whole, where- 
by properties not in debt would be technically obligated for parishes in 
debt. To cover the cost of placing the mortgage, examining abstracts, 
selling bonds, a 2% commission on a ten year loan was asked by these 
several companies, but they offered an interest rate of 5%. 

Why are these financial institutions so anxious to loan money to the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne? Because a conservative appraisal of all church 
properties in the name of the Bishop, and held by him in trust for the 
parishes, is $22,000,000, against which there is an indebtedness only 
slightly above $2,000,000. In other words, parishes in the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne are nearly 90% out of debt. Could you conceive of a better 
security for an investment? 


Now you probably perceive the purpose of this letter. It is to offer j | 
you an opportunity to invest some of your savings in Catholic church | 
loans. Why should we go outside our diocese for loans when our own 
people may be glad to let us have money at a low rate without a com- 
mission? Your loan would be made to churches in the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne, and the note would be secured not only by the property receiv- 
ing the loan, but it would be endorsed. by the Bishop in the name of the 
Diocese, and the full mora! responsibility of the Diocese pledged for its 
payment. 

Probably there is no form of investment today half so popular as first 
mortgage real estate bonds. Yet these bonds, sold by Banks and Trust 
Companies, usually represent a loan equal to 50% to 60% of the value 
of the property mortgaged. A loan to the Diocese of Fort Wayne would 
represent only 10% of the property value back of it. If, therefore, you 
could not make a safer loan than the one which we propose; if you can 
have a rate of interest as great as that which you are now receiving; if 
you can save the borrowing parish from paying a commission which is 
charged by financial institutions; and if you can have the satisfaction 
that your: money is doing good for religion while it is well invested for 
yourself, why hesitate a moment to invest with the diocese”? 

Understand that we have no thought of starting a banking institution. 
We have only the thought of taking up existing loans through toans 
made by our own people at a lower rate of interest. 

Some may prefer not to loan their money to their own parish. These 
may deal directly with the Chancery Office at Fort Wayne, and their 
money will be loaned, not to their own parish, but to another. People 
who are willing to loan to their own parish may see their pastor, and the 
Bishop will sign the note along with the pastor to guarantee its absolute 
security. 

If interested, the Bishop would like to hear from you soon, since he 
has promised several pastors loans on easier terms than they have §) 
hitherto had.
